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THE EATON HIGH SCHOOL 


‘To the Citizens of Danville: 

Your committee chosen at the special town meeting 
held on April 27, 1910, to make investigations relative to 
a high school and to report at a future meeting beg leave 
to submit the following report: 

Samuel Eaton of Danville, whose will was probated 
an 1871, provided therein that the residue of his prop- 
erty, after the death of certain life tenants, should “‘go 
for the purpose of establishing a high school in the south 
part of Danville near the Freewill Baptist Meeting 
House, under the superintendence of such board of trus- 
tees as the town of Danville may select.’’ 

Under this will three questions arose which it was 
aonsidered desirable to have settled before any effort was 
made to execute the trust. 

First—Did Mr. Eaton intend that the fund should be 
held by a trustee or by the town in trust to carry out his 
purpose? 

Second—Could the fund under any circumstances 
revert to Mr. Eaton’s heirs? 

Third—As towns under existing laws -have no au- 
thority to establish or maintain high schools, but such 
authority rests exclusively in school districts, how can 
the fund be administered in conformity to both the law 
and the will? 

To determine these and other questions Clarence M. 
Collins as trustee under the will brought a bill in equity 
in the superior court for instructions. He made _ the 
town, the school district, the heirs of Samuel Eaton and 
the attorney-general parties to the bill-so that questions 
should be settled now for all time. 

The selectmen filed an answer for the town and the 
committee for the district, setting forth their respective 
views with reference to the matters in dispute, and at the 
January term of the superior court a decree was entered. 

The court finds that the legacy was a gift to the 
town and that the town accepted it by its vote on April 
eee, 1910. 

It finds the gift is one to a charitable use and under 
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no circumstances can it revert to the heirs of Samuel 
Maton. 

it directs the trustee to pay the balance of the fund. 
found remaining in his hands upon settlement of his ac- 
count to the selectmen in behalf of the town to be forever 
held by the town in trust for the purpose of carrying out 
the intention of the testator as nearly as the same can be: 
carried out in conformity with the law existing from time 
to time with reference to the management and control of 
high schools. 

As school districts now have the exclusive manage- 
ment of high schools, if the district shall vote to establish 
a high school in the locality named in the will the town 
is directed to expend from the fund a reasonable sum to: 
purchase a lot and to erect a building thereon suitable: 
to accommodate such number of scholars as are likely to: 
attend a high school, and to furnish the same, said prop- 
erty to be and remain a part of the trust fund, and the net. 
income of the fund remaining to be paid by the town to 
the district for maintaining and supporting a high 
school. 

The amount of the fund to be turned over to the 
town cannot now be estimated from the fact that the heirs:

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The schools of the town have been in session thirty- 
three weeks during the last financial year. The teacher 
of the Grammar School has held a state certificate and the 
town has drawn two dollars a week on that account. 

During the summer it was found necessary to shin- 
ele the South school house and as there was no special ap- 
propriation for this, the expense was taken from the gen- 
eral fund. 

The enumeration of the Pn ldren in September show- 
ed that here were ninety-three in town betwen the ages 
of five and sixteen. All but three were in the town 
schools or attending higher institutions. The District has. 
paid tuition for thirteen at Sanborn Seminary and one at 
Pinkerton Academy. 

‘We wish to eall the attention of the District to the 
desirability of having the average attendance of scholars. 
as high as possible, as it will materially affect the amount 
- we receive from the state. The natural conclusion is, 
don’t let trifles keep your children from sehool. 

Owing to litigation over certain funds of the Samuel 
Eaton estate, the property has not yet come into the pos-- 
session of the town. As a consequence, no action is ad- 
visable at the coming annual District meeting. 

We recommend, as required by law, that four hun- 
dred dollars be raised to pay High School tuition out of 
town, and one hundred and twenty-five dollars for school 
supplies.
